beiculobis p:\js big dividends* accoid- 
ng to Go\cinor Pmchot, who said to- 
day: 
"Investigation has shown that it 


costs about six times as much to cuie 
Uibeiculosis r.s to pievent the disease. 


"This fact is well boine out by our 


experience in Pennsylvania. Since 
1907 the death rate from tuberculosis 
in this state has been reduced fiom 
149 per 100,000 to 85 per 100,000. In 
19^23 alone 5745 lives were saved who 
would have been victims ifHhe_1907 
rate had pievailed. This means mill- 
ions of dollars gained through lives 
saved, but it can hardly be compared 
to the gain in homes kept together,

Washington, Dec. 1—Sweeping re- 


forms in the banking system of the 
United States, aie essential that njj- 
tional banks may be maintained as 
the backbone of the nation's financial 
structure, Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency Heniy M. Dawes, declared in 
his annual report to Congress today. 


Branch banking within the Federal 


Reserve system must be curbed and 
national banks placed on a competi- 
tive equality with state banks or the 
system will qollapse, Dawes told con- 
giess. 


To accomplish these results. Dawes 


recommended enactment of the pend- 
ing McFadden-Pepper banking bill, 
providing impoitant amendments to 
the national banking statutes. 


Unless congress piovides legisla- 


tion to meet what is considered a 
banking exisis, Dawes said that "de- 
fections from the national banking 
system will take place within a very 
few years, to such an extent as to re- 
duce the -system to a place of an un- 
important factor 
in the nation's 


financial structuie." 


Citing results of alleged inequali- 


ties m intra-city banking between na- 
tipnai and state banks, Dawes declar- 
ed that in Cleveland and Detioit only 
three national banks remain in opera- 
tion, while ih New Orleans the num- 
ber has been cut to one. 


Under Dawes' plan national banks 


would be prohibited from branch 
banking except in states where this 
system is permitted by law. State

Gherkins should be gathered while 


yet green and tender. If flowed to 
become «oo ripe, the outer coating "be- 
comes hard and tough, and tho'.curing 
process does - not proceed properly; 
After curing, the flavor and appearance 
of gherkins is much like that of brined 
cucumbers and their Vflnnl treatment 
should be very much "the same. They 
can be made into either .sweet :or so.ur 
pickles and are fine for mixed pickles.
